When he does that 
he ig required to obey the rules of that 
organization, according to the interpreta- 
tion labor leaders placed on it. 


Card Bosses See M 

There are 2,000 card bosses in the unions. 
They contended that if this article were 
approved by the unions that the mem- 
bers of the contractors’ association would 
have a monopoly on the contracting busi- 
ness and every union workman would be 
at the mercy of the contractor. 

Also the story was circulated that the 
proposed agreement, irrespective of 
wages, deprived the carpenters of their 
principles of unionism and in two years 
would disrupt the union. There were hun- 
dreds of other rumors which are tended

Forced by German Successes. 

The movements of the Russian armies 
north of the Upper Vistula have been 
necessitated by the German successes 
south of the river. 

“ Although the Russian advance col- |" 
Amn have crossed the Pruth river in 
jukowina, the Austrians are still in a 
position to make vigorous counter attacks 
in dense columns from Kolomea and 
Delatyn. These have been repulsed, but 
they show that the rout of the Austrians 
in this region is still incomplete. 
South of the Pilica river the Russians 
are steadily retiring to the Vistula be- 
fore the German advance. This move is 
merely tactical and designed to bring this 
front level with that along the San river. 


Russian Campaign Near Collapse? 

“It is safest to take the day's facts as 
given, for on this occasion for the first 
time since the war began on this side I fail 
to find anywhere any indications that 
suggest a promising setoff to what on the 
face of it seems sdmething like a col- 
lapse of the Russians along the whole 
800 mile front. German operations 
against the Baltic provincés appear to be 
going satisfactorily for the Russians, who 
are steadily clearing the Germans out of 


“There have been critical situations 
not a few during the last nine months. 
The Germans after hard fighting in west- 
ern Galicia have forced the Russians back 
to the line of the San, where Przemysl, so 
recently besieged by the Russians, is now 
defending them from the German at- 
tack. North of Galicia the Russians are 
retiring before the vanguard of other Ger- 
man forces; that is to say, over a front 
eatending some 200 miles the Germans 
have caused the Russians to retreat.“

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Official Correspondent Relates 
Hand to Hand Encounters 
with the Turks, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZ.] 
LONDON, May 18.—E. Ashmead Bart- 
lett, official correspondent with the forces | 
in the Dardanelles, continues today his | 
narrative of the campaign which he be- 
gan yesterday. 

“The battle was resumed on 1 the morn- 
ing of May 8.“ he says, ** with even great- 
er violence and with the same tactics. 
The fight became a series of ferocious 
local combats for odd ravines, trenches, 
and hills. Sometimes the attacking force 
wae driven back, but gradually the whole 
line pushed forward to a point enabling 
them to make a final assault on Krithea. 


Heavy Bombardment Begtn. 
There was a complete full then, well 
on into the afternoon, but suddenly at 
5:15 o'clock every battery ashore and 
every ship in the allied fleet began a stu- 
pendous bombardment, which officers 
who had served in France deciared ex- 
ceeded anything they had ever seen or 
heard. . 
Atchibaba and Krithea were envel- 
oped in smoke fumes amid awful explo- 
sions. Every yard of the territory was 
searched out by the missiles of the allies, 
and every variety of gun in the country 
seemed suddenly set afire. 
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| Where Allied ee and Turks Are 
__ Fighting for Possession of the Dardanelles. 
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The allied armies watched all this in 
According to all preconceived 
theory the enemy would have been wiped 
out or so stunned by the exploding lyddite 
that they should not be able to resist the 
advance of the infantry. Not a Turk was 
to be seen. 


Allies Advance on Turks. 
Amid this terrible uproar followed by 
a pause, the British and French infantry 
advanced. The guns resumed the bom- 
bardment, but in spite of all this pre- 
liminary preparation the enemy wes wait- 
ing. 

No sooner bad our men emerged from 
cover than a storm of rifie and machine 
gun fire opened from the trenches and the 
shrub ravine over which the shells had 
been bursting and were still bursting. 
The rifle fire rose into a continuous roar, 
only broken by the more rapid note of the 
man guns. 

“ Our men never hesitated. The New 
Zealanders hurled themselves forward in 
a solid phalanx, passing through the 
Bighty-eighth brigade. Many gallant 
men of those regiments, refusing towield 
any right of way, joined the renke of the 
New Zealanders, and rushed forward at 
a mad charge 

Fight Hand to Hand. 

„The line entered one Turkish trench 
with a rush and bayoneted all before 
them. Then they pushed on shooting, 
stabbing, and failing amid a terrible 
‘Tfusillade. 

-* But not a soul turned back. No soorier 
had one line charged than another pressed 
on, then a third. The Australians ad-

The difficulties of forcing the Darda- 
nelles are only beginning to de fully 
realized by the allies, now that they are 
meeting almost the same trench warfare 
conditions that exist on ae western bat- 
the front. 

The long distances from their home 
bases and the bringing up of supplies and 
ammunition are taxing the resources of 
the British and French to the limit. Re- 
cent reports announce that progress can 
only be made by battering the Turkish 


entrenchments and forts step by step, as 
is being done in Flanders and France. 
Details of the fighting are only sent in 
fragmentary form and reports from Ber- 
lin and Constantinople are in direct con- 
flict with those from London. The losses 
on both sides are reported to have been 
enormous since the land fighting began. 
The objective of the allies is the 
silencing of the forts along the narrows 
at Kilid Bahr and Chanak. The tremen- 
dous fire of the allied fleets failed to 
silence these batteries, which took a

heavy toll in battleships from the British 
and French before the allies realized the 
need of a codperating land force if the 
passage was to be forced to Constantt- 
nople. 

The main land fighting so far has been 
confined to the lower end of the Gallipoli 
peninsula. The approximate positions of 
the opposing forces is shown in the above 
map. The navy is supporting the land 
forcee by heavy shell fre against the 
Turkish positions.

Previous Distribution of Guns.

Phones Range to Gunners. 

The ‘officer takes his eyes from his 
glasses, looks at his map for an instant, 
and tells the telephone man just below 
him: A 
“ Fifty. yards short.“ 3 

The telephone’ man repeats this into 
the telephone. Almost immediately an- 
other shot is fired, this time resulting in 
an upward spurt of earth and dirt just the 
other side of the German trench. The 
battery firing is doing what is called reg- 
istering—that is, it is finding the exact 
range to different points of the enemy’s 
line, so that in case of an attack to be 
repelled or to be made it will know just 
how to fire to do the most damage. 

The map in the hands of the artillery 
officer is marked off in squares 500 yards 
to a side. As ait the maps in the hands 
of all officers are similarly divided, it ig 
easy for them to locate by means of these 
squares the position of any object to be 
fired at and to telephone directions, so 
that the officer who is listening can also 
easily find the desired object. 

Incidentally, the observer is very care- 
ful not to show the map above the top of 
the parapet, as the movement of a white 
object across the hole in the roof would 
probably attract the attention of some 
German snipers, who are always keenly 
on the watch for observers. ; 

While the observers in the trenches are 
nearer to the enemy than those in the 
roofs of houses, the latter can do better 
work, because above the level of the 
ground. 

Guns Fire at Observers. 

The artillery. of both sides frequently 
fire at church steeplés and roofs of houses 
so as to dislodgé as many observers of 
the other side as possible. 

When spotting is done by an observer 
in an aeroplane a reconnaissance is made 
first, during which it is attempted to lo- 
cate the enemy's batteries, The observer 
returns to the battery at the end of the 
reconnaissance and shows on the map 
where the enemy’s batteries are located. 

Either the same day, or whenever the 
batteries are ready to fire, the observer 
makes another trip in an aeroplane to see 
if the enemy's batteries are still in the 
same place. If they are, either by wire- 
less or by smoke signals, a message is 


sent to the battery that the observer in 
the acrog.ene m readg to apet The bat- 


| 


tery then opens fire, and the results of 
the fire are signaled back from the aero- 
plans. 
Aeroplane Greatest Enemy. 

The aeroplane is probably the greatest 
enemy of the modern battery when in 
action, as it is the only sure means the 
enemy has of discovering the exact po- 
tion of the guns. 7 

Frequently batteries stop when gere- 
planes appear in the neighborhood, as the 
flash from the gun when it is discharged 
attracts the eyes of an observer in an 
aeroplane quicker and more surely then 
anything else.

Guns Make a Terrific Noise, 

While infantry and machine guns make 
considerable noise by their fire, it is noth- 
ing in comparison with the noise made 
by the fre of guns and the bursting of 
their projectiles, particularly when «a 
large number are firing at one time. 

The large guns, when discharged at a 
distance, sound like a heavy door being 
violently slammed. Their projectiles 
strike the ground and explode with a 
heavy thud which shakes everything 
around them. The jar from the explosion 
of a fourteen inch German mortar shell 
is felt sometimes as much asa mile away. 

Some of. the heavier projectiles give 
out cloude of yellowish, whitish smoke 
when they explode. Others give out 
clouds of black smoke. The distinguish- 
ing feature of the explosion in the air of 
an artillery projectile is the brilliant in- 
stantaneous flash of white light which ts 
given out.

A case ts known of a fourteen inch mor- 
tar high explosive shell which burst in 
‘a field alongside of a small house.

The Citizens’ Association of Chicago has pub-

In the opinion of the writer of the re- 
port, most of the mosquitees which infest 
residences are bred in water in small con- 
talners, and not in ponds and marshes. 

The commission has noted sewage pol- 
luted road ditches black with wigglers. 
Sewage pollution furnishes plenty of wig- 
gler food. “ One hundred times as much 
breeding will take piace in polluted wa- 
ter as in clean!“ This may be true of or- 
dinary mosquitoes. Yellow fever mos- 
Quitoes require clean water. Mélaria 
mosquitoes prefer to breed in greenish 
water not very badly polluted. 


— 

About 200 premises were inspected each 
day by each city inspector. The country 
inspector had forty to fifty inspections 
as his daily task. An inspector Was ex- 
pected to get around his district, inspect 
every premise, once in fourteen days. 
“ Although they found a very large 
amount of breeding, but few mosquitoes 
got on the wing.” 

“The kind of mosquitoes that infest 
your houses do not come from the salt 
marshes of large bodies of water, but in 
nearly every case they were hatched 
within 1.000 feet of your house, in some 
small pool or collection of water. One 
rain barrel by actual count has been 
known to produce 16,800 mosquitoes ina 
week.”

It is a story Which was told to him by 
one of the petty officers rescued from a 
ship of the German squadron, and*who 
was nursed back to health in the hospital 
at Port Stanley, which is the capita) of 
the Falkland islands. 

It seems that after the sea battle off 
Coronel, in the Padific, in which Admiral 
Count von Spee destroyed the British 
squadron under Admiral Sir Christopher 
Craddock, who went down with his flag- 
ship and all on board, a banquet was 
given by the German colony at Vas 
paraiso to the German admiral and his 
officers to celebrate the victory. : 


-— 
One of the toasts, given by the principai 
member of the German colony, who pre- 
sided, was Damnation te the British 
Navy.“ The moment this had been pro- 
posed Admiral Count vom Spee rose and 
declared that neither he nor any one of his 
officers would respond to the teast, of 
which they thoroughly disapproved, and 
that in consequence of Ks proposal they 
would all immediately withdraw. This 
they did, amidst an {ndescoribable sensa- 
tion. 


The flight of steps leading up to the en- 
trance of the German club, where the 
entertainment took place, was decorated 
with flowers, and as the admiral and his 
officers retntered their carriages he 
turned to one of his host#and, pointing to 
the flowers, said very gravely, “ I think 
you had better keep these for my tomb. 
They may be wanted.” 

A few weeks later his premonition wes 
fulfiied and, refusing to surrender or 
haul down his colors in the battle off the 
Falkland islands, he went down on his 
flagship with all his officers and mem in- 
cluding his two sons, who were serving 
as eublieutenant and midshipman, re- 
spectively, on board. Thisact of chivairy 
on the part of Admiral Count von Spee 
should be placed on record on the author-

WHEEL TAX ORDINANCE, 
Chicago, May 15.—{To the Friend of the 
People. A day or two before May 1. act- 
ing on a printed notice which had been 
sent to me, I sent a check and application 
for automobile tax to the city hall. The 
license tag has never been sent me, even 
to the present time, and upon writing to 
the city authorities concerning the sanic I 
was informed by them that the city of 
Chicago would not retutn money already 
paid, and, further, that the city would 
continue to accept money for the procure- 
ment of licenses of all classes of vehicies.

Not long ago a film was shown in Vera 
Cruz of all the revolution from Diaz's 
time to the “ Triumphal entry of Mr. Car- 


rana into Vera Crus.” The American 


invasion was given and a picture of Sacri- 
ficios island, about two miles from Vera 
Cruz, was shown as the place where 800 
American soldiers were burned last April. 

Popular report has it that these men 
were killed in the occupation while the 
nineteen who really were killed and sent 
home for burial were officers. These peo- 
ple cannot conceive of any nation’s giving 
decent burial] to ite privates. 

In a box near the curtain sat three 
women and two men, obviously Carran- 
sista military people. Their remarks 
were enlightening as to the sentiment of 
their party. The idea that 800 men 
been killed pleased them immensely 
they loudly proclaimed their wish that 
all had been killed instead of only 800. 
But theré was little hissing from the 
lower classes in the audience as Vera Cruz 
had little cause to dislike the troops and 
their stay on Mexican soil. 


All Factions Oppose Alien. 

Mr. Carranza’s partys strongly against 
everything foreign except our climate and 
our products. Mr. Villa has been guilty 
of hard utterances from time to time, and 
Mexico City at present under Zapatista 
rule is hostile to foreigners. The Zapa- 
tistas themselves are terribly against the 


Spaniards. 


occupation of Vera Cruz one of the 
Zapata chiefs refers to Woodrow Wilson 
as the “ Democrat of the ages much to 
the surprize of an intelligent Mexican 
who received the letter. He remarked 


en the surprising amount of information 


possessed dy these supposedly illiterate 
mountain chiefs. 

Mexico, like all other nations, will be 
nothing unless she has foreign commerce 
and traders. Her men at present only 
show their ignorance by trying to kill her 
foreign interests. There may have been 
much exploitation of the natives by for- 
Gamers: the natives have undoubtedly 
cheated the foreigners enough to even 
the score. And the fact remains that the 
foreigners are the only ones who have 
opened up the country and its wonderful | 
resources, and they have always been 
willing to spend the money to do so. 

Near a Famine. . 

One serious condition of present Mex!. 
oan affaire is the food question. Right 
now the little towns have something to 
eat: not much, but there is still enough; 
in the large cities food costs four and 
five times what it formerly did. but there 


and is stil enough to eat. In two months 


everything will give out and then there 
will be a terrible time. The hungry ones 
will stop at nothing. 

A month ago much grain was being 
shipped out of Mexico by the government 
party in Vera Cruz. Gen. 

Aguilar, present governor of the state of 
Vere Cruz, has since the month of De- 
ecember constantly exported . cattle in 
large quantities to Texas, while every 
Ward line steamer carries beans, rice, 
coffee, etc. ‘This is a crime perpetrated 
against the Mexican people, for starva- 
tion is imminent throughout the country. 

The usually overladen south is pro- 
ducing nothing and has no prospects for 
anything in the near future, while the 
whole north, especiallly ite rich districts, 
io ine state of unspeakable desolation. . 


Ruin Is Seen Everywhere. 


The neglect is bad also—not mention- 
ing the needless destruction. The ha- 
ciendas lie im heaps of ruins, the mines 
are abandoned, the factories are closed; 
the trains are not running, fuel iz scarce. 
and foreign exchange more unfavorable 
to Mexico every day. Even Mexico wed 
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has taken on a desolate air, while in Vera 
Cruz the sights which oocur on the prin- 
cipal streets, formerly would not be tol- 


tricts of the town. On the beaches bath- 
ing suits are not considered necessary, 
end all natives bathe with nothing on ex- 
cept at the bathhouse, which is run by 
foreigners. 

And we are not getting anywhere. If 
Villa was winning, if Carranza was win- 
ning, if Zapata showed any strength 
there might be 4 little encouragement, 
but there is an apparent standstill ali over 
he country which is singular. Last Octo- 
ber the northern party divided and all the 
convention has done since has been to 
elect a new president and take Monterey. | 
Carranza still sits in Vera Cruz. 

Poor Mexico—if her present pace con- 
tinues six months longer her degradation 
will be complete, her ruin an accomplished 
fact, and only some miracle will eave her 
from entire esau saci and loss ann. 


MAY RECOGNIZE CARRANZA. 

Washington, D. C., May 18.—[Special. ] 
~President Wilson is contemplating a 
termination of his period of watchful 
waiting on the Mexican situation and the 
recognition of Gen. Venustian Carranza 
as the de facto and de jure head of the 
Mexican republic. 

Only the strenuous protest of Cardinal 
Gibbons and other Catholic dignitaries is 
holding the president back, according to 
authorities close to the White House. Car- 
ransa’s treatment of Catholic priests and 
the Catholic church as an organization 
has aroused the enmity of the United 
States Catholics. They have frequently 
asked the administration to intercede with 
Carranza in their behalf, and the admin- 
istration has complied with each request. 

On the other hand, Carrenga has de- 
clared that he is attempting to break up 
the informal connection between church 
and state in Mexico, and esteblish re- 
ligious freedom. Because of this policy 
he has won to him several Protestant or- 
ganizations, including the Methodists, 
who apparently are just as eager to have 
the administratlon extend him recogni- 
tion as the Catholics are to prevent it.

YALE CALLED 


| Ex-Instructor’s Book Says 
| Drunkenness Is Rife; 
A Assails Faculty. 


New Haven, Conn., May 18.—[ Special.] 
—Yale university is pictured as an insti- 
‘ tution rife with vice, conducted by an in- 
competent faculty for the benefit of shift- 
less students, in a book entitled Ten 
Years at Yale.” It is the work of G. F. 
Gundelfinger of the class of 1906, one 
time instructor in mathematics at Yale, 
It was placed on sale today. 

Not only are the students bitterly ar- 
raigned for drunkenness, failure to study, 
and for other vices, but members of the 
official board and the faculty are accused 
of pandering to the students to swell the 
greduating class and to eke out additional 
money by tutoring wealthy undergradu- 
ates. 

The appearance of the book today 

caused a sensation among the faculty. 
Dr. Arthur T. Hadley, president, who is 
criticieed for endeavoring to make the 
public believe drunkenness is frowned 
upon, declared the university would - 
nore the publication. 


Resigned Under Fire. 

Mr. Gundelfinger for two years was 
an instructor in mathematics at the uni- 
versity and also was a tutor. He pub- 
lished two ago a play called The 
Ice Lens” in which he attacked vices 
he ‘said existed in the university. Asa 
result, it ie declared, his resignation 
was demanded. 

“Nine out of every ten professors,” 
he says, “ are either looking for higher 
positions or are afraid of losing the ones 
they hold. By means of certain mysti- 
ciam the tutor selects from the list five 
out of the ten questions which will appear 
in the student's final examinations and 
they drill him on these until he can answer 
them backward or forward, drunk or 
8 dead or alive.

A six months’ record shows that 
probation has been more successful in 
cases of robbery, assault, and burglary 


During crime waves ot the last year 
the old reliable " argument of the po- 
lice has been that judges placed thugs 
and gunmen on probation, rather than 
send them to the penitentiary, thus al- 
lowing them to go out and commit new 
crimes. Mr. Houston's report declares 
that this argument no longer holds good. 
It is the first probation report of its kind 
| made anywhere in the United States, ac- 


Another feature of the report is an an- 
alysis of the probation cases of each 
judge, thus giving an indication of the 
ability of the various judges to size up 
humen nature in admitting defendants to 
probation. The report in part follows: 

It has been generally considered that 
robbery and burglary were the worst 
cases, and some claim that they should 
never be put on probation. As a matter 
of fact, in Criminal court there were forty- 
three cases admitted’ to probation for 
burgiary. Of these twenty-six show great 
improvement, nine have not committed 
any other offense, but in our judgment
